Levesque,  Laval  University.  His  topic  was  “The  Relationship  and  Integration  of  the 
Curriculum  in  Social  Work  Education  to  the  Social  Sciences  which  underlie  it.”  Dr. 
J.  R.  Kidd  discussed  and  demonstrated  “The  Use  of  Audio-Visual  Aids  in  Social  Work 
Education”  at  another  open  session.  On  Friday  evening  Lt.-Col.  Elwood  W.  Camp, 
Chief,  Psychiatric  Social  Work  Branch,  Office  of  the  Surgeon  General,  Department 
of  the  Army,  Washington,  spoke  on  “Impact  of  Defence  Mobilization  Plans  on 
Social  Work  and  its  Implications  for  Social  Work  Education”;  and  Professor  John 
Morgan  spoke  on  “Civilian  Aspects  of  Defence  Mobilization.”  At  the  closing  session, 
the  Association’s  president.
